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To one who had not seen it since the ‘nineties, the Rochester of 
New York State was a revelation of civic progress. Its fine streets, 
superb parks and many institutions—kodak, para-kodak, and other 
educational foundations—give it an enviable air of refinement and pros- 
=. And the seal of a great name, Eastman, is on most of its good 
things. 


It was a surprise to learn that its University, with the handsome new 
buildings and riverside campus, really dates back to the middle of the last 
century, but one will be more surprised, in view of its present equipment, 
personnel and plethoric endowment, if it does not soon become a great 
centre and a second medical Rochester. The group is dominated (as is 
right and proper) by the Rush Rhees Library and its immense but beau- 
tifally proportioned tower. Imagine the feelings of a poor visiting 
librarian at his wit’s end perhaps, at home, for both means and space; 
he is elevated to the top of this tower, invited to look down into its 
present vast emptiness, told that here is stack-room for a million books, 
and assured that there is plenty of the wherewithal to supply them! 


The meeting was surely one of the most successful in the history of 
our Association. The registration was well over one hundred and rep- 
resented some 66 libraries. The well-varied program was of unusual in- 
terest, and included an afternoon at the Kodak research laboratories 
where some problems of particular interest to us, notably the cheap and 
tapid reproduction of documents and the manufacture of durable wood- 
pulp paper, are being successfully solved. The other sessions, all of 
extraordinary interest, were distributed between the University, the 
Medical School, and the Academy of Medicine. The entertainments, 
apart from the uncontrollable weather, which at least was not hot, also 
left nothing to be desired. Here, too, Rochester's great specialty figured. 
On the day after a most delightful beach party we were shown movies of 
ourselves in our natural colors, not to mention the supra-red of the 
modern fingernails of some of our younger belles!

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ADDRESS OF WELCOME 
Stearns S. Butten, M.D., President, Rochester Academy of Medicine 


It is my privilege to serve as the loudspeaker to present to you the 
welcome of the Rochester Academy of Medicine, in words. We realize 
only too well that from a loudspeaker only words can come, but it is 
our sincere hope that these words may carry to you our very real pleasure 
in being honored by having you as our guests. 


I wish to take this opportunity to say an added word of welcome 
for those of us who by virtue of our age began the practice of medicine 
in this community before there was an organized medical library. Twenty- 
five years ago the Academy of Medicine had only a small nucleus of a 
library, consisting of a few hundred volumes and a few periodicals, 
housed in one of the public libraries and cared for, as an added duty, by 
the librarians. Most of us had to depend on our college textbooks and 
the two or three journals we could afford. Like the poor man who comes 
into affluence later in life, I believe we have a very real appreciation of 
the good things which a well stocked and well managed library has to 
offer. It is doubtful if we know more about books than our more fortun- 
ate younger medical colleagues who have lived all their medical lives in 
the midst of library plenty, but I think it is quite probable that we have 
an even greater appreciation of the kindly assistance of the trained med- 
ical librarian than have they. I feel that is true if for no other reason 
than that our elderly minds find it difficult to follow the reasoning where- 
by the powers in the Congressional Library decree that a book on Bac- 
teriology, for instance, shall be shelved under the letters Q.R., instead 
of the seemingly more natural letter B. If, in your own libraries you 
have seekers after knowledge, who, like us, find difficulty in locating the 
desired volumes, I bespeak for them your kindly patience and assistance. 


I said that I act as the loudspeaker. Everyone realizes that the 
sounds which issue from the loudspeaker result from much preparation 
which has taken place before the broadcast has begun. 


An ancient legend may illustrate a point I wish to make. A certain 
entleman, who lived long before the era of the ubiquitous tourist camp, 
Sone midway between two cities. Each day toward sundown, he sta- 
tioned a servant at his gate, to urge any wayfarer who might pass, to 
enter and rest for the night. When he was so fortunate as to have a guest, 
a banquet was spread and the evening was spent in merriment. The 
guest was then conducted to a chamber in which was a massive bed. If 
he were fortunate enough to fit the bed exactly, all was well. But if he 
were too long, a part was cut off, and, if he were too short, he was 
stretched until he made a proper fit. 


Preparations to make our welcome a thing of substance as well as 
words have been made for functions, which, pe Pacts must have cer- 
tain fixed forms. It is our hope that you will all find it as pleasant to at- 
tend them as it is for us to prepare them. I assure you, however, that we 
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have no desire to stretch you out if you find your strength a little too 
short, nor do we wish to cut off anything else which you may find it 
more pleasant to do. 

Once more, may I tell you that we are most happy that you are here. 


It is our hope that you will feel entirely free to call on us collectively, or 
as individuals, for anything which may aid in making your meeting

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MEDICAL LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING, ROCHESTER, N. Y. 
JUNE 17-19, 1935 


Monpay Morninc, JuNE 17 


The 37th annual meeting of the Medical Library Association was 
called to order at 10 o'clock by the President, Mr. Charles Frankenberger. 

Dr. Stearns Bullen, President of the Rochester Academy of Medicine, 
gave us a warm welcome to Rochester and to the Academy. He presented 
an entertaining historical account of the Rochester Academy of Medi- 
cine. Dr. Bradford Noyes, Jr., gave a comprehensive talk on the Evolu- 
tion of the Clinical Thermometer and Sphygmomanometer, with lantern 
slides.

Dr. Bloor:— 

Mr. President, Members of the Association: When this, our Medical

Our Medical 
Library here is not palatial or sumptuous but it stands second to few. I 
am happy to have this opportunity of welcoming and addressing you. 

Dr. Corner gave an interesting paper on development of anatomical 
illustration, and showed slides taken oh rare books in the Library of 
the Medical School which were on exhibition. Then Dr. Gustav Eckstein, 
told us in a most picturesque manner, how he came to write ‘‘Noguchi."’ 
Afterwards, Dr. David Reisman gave a suggestive and helpful paper on 
how librarians may contribute to the fostering of an interest in Medical 
History.

he report of the Committee on the Cost of Current Medical Period- 
icals will now be read by Mrs. Eileen Cunningham, Chairman. (It was 
moved, seconded and carried that the report be accepted.) 

We shall now have the reports of Mrs. Cunningham and Miss Dar- 
rach, as delegates to the Congress of International Federation of Library 
Associations at Madrid, May, 1935. 


New Business 

Notes of thanks from relatives of deceased members were read and 
ordered placed on file. 

The Committee on the Cost of Current Medical Periodicals presented 
the following resolutions :— 

‘Be it resolved: That the Medical Library Association expresses 
appreciation to the German publishers for the reductions in price made 
during 1934 for medical and biological periodicals as well as appreciation 
of the statement from the German governmental authorities made to the 
2nd International Congress held in Madrid, May 1935, regarding a reduc- 
tion in export prices proposed in order to enable foreign libraries to over- 
come the difficulties caused by unstabilized currencies and it is hoped that 
this plan when definitely announced will assist Medical Libraries to 
maintain their subscriptions to German periodicals. 

The Medical Library Association desires to express satisfaction that 
world-wide interest in the situation has led to the formation of a sub- 
committee of the International Federation of Library Associations to 
study the problems concerning the publication of books and periodicals 
and their cost, and further wishes to express confidence in the purpose 
and plans for work and study of this Committee.”

‘*Be it further resolved: That the Medical Library Association feels 
it imperative to draw attention to the fact that unless further reductions 
in the prices of German periodicals are made so that they are more in 
line with those of other countries many libraries will be compelled on 
economic grounds to cancel subscriptions and that such reductions in 
ety not be made dependent only on a reduction of volume content. The 
act is also deplored that the advance list of maximum prices for 1935 
showed a substantial increase in price as compared with 1934, in the 
case of several journals of great importance to Medical Libraries.”’ 

‘Be it further resolved: That while the Medical Library Association 
realized that the announcement of a maximum yearly price is a distinct 
gain, the goal to be attained is a fixed yearly price for periodicals an- 
nounced in advance.”’ 

(Motion was made by Mr. Ballard, seconded by Mrs. Washburn, 
and unanimously carried that the resolutions be adopted as read.) 

Under New Business the Chair asked for invitations for our 1936 
meeting. Letters were read from the Library of the Medical College of 
Virginia, Richmond, from The Ramsay County Medical Society, St. Paul, 
and from the Mayo Clinic Library, Rochester, Minnesota, the Governor 
of Minnesota, and the Mayor of St. Paul, Minnesota. It was generally 
conceded that St. Paul and Richmond should be the two places to be 
voted on for the next meeting. Votes were cast by ballot. The Chair 
announced we must bear in mind that only Library Members can vote, 
each Library being entitled to two votes. It was declared the 1936 
meeting would be held at St. Paul and Rochester, Minnesota. 

No more new business; no amendments.

At the last annual meeting, Mrs. Eileen R. Cunningham and Miss

Mr. Charles Frankenberger, who was elected President, and Miss M. 
Edna M. Poole, whose term of office expired. The present membership of 
the Committee is:— Miss Bertha B. Hallam, Mrs. Rosa M. Hibbard, 
Miss Sue Biethan, Mrs. Eileen R. Cunningham, and Miss Marjorie J.

It is with great regret that we record the death on June 10, 1934, of 
one of our most faithful members. Mr. Alfred L. Robert. For many 
years Mr. Robert has been one of our most valued and dependable col- 
leagues. He has served on various committees including the Chairman- 
ship of the Executive Committee. His last work was for the Committee 
on the Cost of current periodicals, and on that committee he set the ball 
rolling with his survey of the relative cost of periodicals, and, at the 
time of his death, he was working to persuade publishers to shorten 
titles and use Arabic numbers. 

It is also our sad duty to record the demise of Dr. Ruhrah on March 
10, 1935. Dr. Ruhrah has had the interests of the Association at heart 
since its earliest infancy, having served as Secretary and Treasurer for 
many years and as President in 1926-27. We all shall carry with us the 
pleasant memory of his witty paper at our meeting in Baltimore in May

An enormous amount of checking and 
tabulation has been done again this year, with the cost per page particu- 
larly in mind. Mrs. Cunningham, the Chairman, read a paper on the 
‘‘Present status of the publication of literature in the medical and bio- 
logical sciences’’ at the meeting of the International Federation of 
yell Associations in Madrid. Your Chairman also attended the 
meeting, the report of which will appear later. 


Mr. Harding, as editor of our Bulletin and Chairman of the Publica- 
tion Committee, deserves our special thanks. He gives us an interesting 
Bulletin each quarter and it comes out promptly in spite of the vicissitudes 
of the editor's office. We all appreciate the sacrifice he makes in doing 
such a splendid piece of work with unfailing good humor. To his com- 
mittee, too, the association membership owes a debt of gratitude. 

If we are to judge the depression from the report of our membership 
committee, the depression is over. Libraries, at any rate, have taken a 
new lease of life. Under Mrs. Madelene Marshall's able leadership, 
there are submitted for election Library members, 23; Supporting mem- 
bers, 6; Professional members, 19; Honorary, 1. 


Our financial condition is in a satisfactory state. Dues have come in 


more promptly this year. The cost per page of editing the bulletin has 
also become less. 

In conclusion, the Chairman wishes to express to the various com- 
mittees her deep appreciation of their interest and cooperation through- 
out the year.

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REPORT OF PUBLICATION COMMITTEE 


At the meeting held in Baltimore in May, 1934, a budget of $950.00 
was granted for the publication of Volume 23 of the Bulletin. The total 
expenditures have been $914.67, an average cost of about $2.67 per mem- 
ber. This includes all members and a few subscriptions from foreign 
countries. 

In November I asked for estimates from three printers. The lowest 
was from the Hubbell Printing, who bid $160.00 for 400 copies of 40 
pages and cover; first additional eight pages $4.00 per page, with all 
discal pages $2.50 per page. From two other firms the bid was $180.00 
for the same number of pages, with each additional page up to 8 pages 
$5.00 per page; eight pages or more, $4.00 per page. 

It has been suggested that we should print more copies and I have 
an estimate from = Hubbell Co. of $165.00 for 425 copies and $169.00 
for 450 copies. There is also a decrease in the charge for additional pages 
over 40. This will be $3.00 instead of $4.00. I think we should increase 
the number in order to have a sufficient surplus, as the demand is increas- 
ing. I have sent complimentary copies to the Army Medical Library, 
Congressional Library, the Cleveland Public Library, and the Library of 
Western Reserve University, which I trust the Executive Committee will 
sanction. 

Due to an oversight on the part of the printer, in printing the annual 
index he failed to make a title page although I had furnished a sample. 
As this was his mistake, he has printed enough copies of the title page 
and index separate for which he made no charge. I have brought a 
number with me and anyone who wishes a copy for binding will find 
them here. 

At Miss Darrach’s request, I have published separate copies of the 
Certificate of Incorporation, and the Constitution and By-laws as revised 
in May, 1934. A number of these are here at the disposal of Miss Darrach 
who will probably wish each member to have a copy. I hope everyone 
has noticed our Seal which was adopted last year and has been used on 
each copy of the Bulletin and which f think adds dignity to the Associa- 
tion as we are now incorporated.

REPORT OF THE EXCHANGE 
1934-35 


The year just closed finishes the seventh season of the Exchange un- 
der the present plan. Nine lists with four supplements were issued, com- 
prising 314 mimeographed pages, the largest number yet issued. How- 
ever, it is not the quantity offered, but the quality, that makes this year 
outstanding. The material has been above the average, and we sincerely 
thank New York, Montreal, New Orleans, Philadelphia, Detroit, At- 
lanta, Wisconsin, Kansas City, St. Louis, and Virginia, especially, for 
the large and generous gifts which have made this year the cause of so 
much rejoicing to a large portion of the membership. Thanks are due 
the new members who have sent lists during their first year; this shows 
their ready insight into the altruism upon which the Exchange is founded. 


Our fame has evidently gone abroad, for we have had inquiries from 
an English library and a library in China regarding membership, as well 
as for information concerning the workings of the Exchange from a mem- 
ber of the A. L. A. and the Chemical Section of the S. L. A. No group, 
however, could ever understand the value of this activity of the Associa- 
tion until they had actually enjoyed its benefits over a period of time as 
well as experienced the back-breaking work connected with packing and 
shipping material consigned to libraries far distant from their own. I 
doubt if the multimillionaires, with all their philanthropies, feel a 
warmer glow than do the librarians who welcome the express man to 
their doors and breathe a sigh of thankfulness as they speed the hundreds 
of packages on their way. 


The ultimate in satisfaction has been attained when a library on the 
Pacific coast is the recipient of a dozen or more volumes from a library 
on the Atlantic coast, all bound in the same color with even the lettering 
matching their own. This is a true coincidence. Too rare is the expression 
from another library, ‘“We are happy to receive all that you assign to us 
and do not grieve over those items we check which you assign to other 
libraries. We feel that you have been very generous in your assignments 
to us. 

Such instances of the value of the Exchange to members counteract 
expressions of opposite kind, and soften the sting of the inevitable mis- 
salee that occur Sales the season. 

Demand for late and current material continues and there has been a 
noticeable increase in the checkings of many of the larger libraries. With 
the increase in the library membership and the increase in the checkings of 
the entire membership, the amount of material that has changed hands 
the past year is a cause for great satisfaction. 

The key list was revised the first of February, and twenty-one new 
members sddel: twenty-eight other changes were made to bring it to 


date. Monthly changes have been made since February and attached to 
the Exchange lists, so each member could make the revision on his own 
list. 
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At the instance of a member on the Pacific coast inquiry was made 
and confirmed by members of the Executive Committee in various sec- 
tions of the country regarding the sending of unbound periodicals by 
express, magazine rate collect. This will save the mem — about 
50 per cent on this class of material, and does away with sending un- 
bound periodicals by mail in this country, excepting in the first zone. 
By this rate, one unbound number may be sent by express for a minimum 
of ten cents from coast to coast and from the Canadian border to the Gulf. 


My thanks are due the Executive Committee and all officers for their 
prompt and hearty —— and the cooperation of all members who gave 
of their duplicates; and to my co-workers, without whose loyal and un- 
failing help the Exchange could not have been conducted during the 
past year.

It is with sadness that we also record the death on November 16, 
1934 of Mrs. Anna Johnson Duling, the Assistant Librarian of the Cin- 
cinnati General Hospital Library, and on March 25, 1935 of Miss Harriet 
Blogg of Baltimore, both of whom were professional members of our 
Association. And also in April, 1935, the death of Dr. Newton A. 
Powell, Toronto, a supporting member of our Association—Dr. Powell 
was a founder, past president of the Academy of Medicine of Toronto 
and the first Curator of its Library. 

May we at this time all rise and for a moment of silence, pay our 
tribute to their memory. 

There are events which bring joy to all our hearts. When a sister 
institution or a colleague acquires a new building or a gift in the way of 
substantial support, not only are they made glad, but we feel that we 
share with them their good fortune. On November 27, 1934 the formal 
opening occurred of the new Library Building of the Los Angeles County 
Medical Association of which our colleague, Mrs. Irish, is the Librarian. 
We take this opportunity to extend our hearty congratulations to Mrs. 
Irish in person and wish her and the Los Angeles County Medical Asso- 
ciation continued progress in the future development of their Library. 
It is gratifying to know of the benefaction to the Library of the Medical 
and Chirurgical Faculty of Maryland as the ultimate beneficiary in the 
will of Dr. Ruhrah. 


Past WorKINGs OF OUR AsSOCIATION 

Our Association founded in 1898 is completing the 37th year of its 
existence. It has held an annual meeting every year with the exception 
of 1918, the world war period. 

The work of our Association has been gradual, going forward 
steadily, and quietly, possibly too quietly for its best interests and the 
cause it represents. 

Its main functions have been the maintenance of an exchange of 
medical literature among its members and the holding of annual meetings 
to promote discussion and fellowship among those administering and 
those interested in medical libraries. 

When the Association was organized the Constitution provided for 
only two standing Committees, an Executive Committee and a Finance 
Committee. As the last named Committee never seemed to develop an 
active interest, it has long since been eliminated. Our present Constitu- 
tion provides for an Executive Committee and standing Committees on 
Auditing, Membership, Nomination, Program and Entertainment and 
Publication. Aside as our Executive Committee, except for the 
Publication and Membership Committees, practically all of the other 
Committees are concerned with our annual meetings. 

The progress of our Association has been due to the excellent work 
of these Committees and our exchange together with the officers. From 
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time to time there have been special Committees and these have come 
and gone depending upon the nature of their work. 


One of our most important activities in the past few years has been 
that of our special committee on the Cost of Current Medical Periodicals. 
Through its work much has been accomplished of very material benefit 
to our library members and to the cause of medical libraries and literature 
in general. Understand me, I would not for a moment minimize the 
work of the committees and officers who have carried on during our 
generation of existence, but I believe you will agree with me when I 
state that the activities of our Committee on the Cost of Current Medical 
Periodicals have done more than any other activity to bring the name 
and influence of our Association to bear from a national and international 
standpoint. 


EXPANSION THROUGH CREATION OF More STANDING COMMITTEES 

Using this experience as a basis, your President questions if we have 
not reached a point where if we desire to extend the usefulness and 
influence of our Association, we should expand by creating a larger 
number of standing committees. 


All national organizations, as well as others, in order to function 
to the fullest possible degree to their membership are dependent more 
and more upon the division of the work to permanently established 
committees. It is the Association at work between annual meetings. 
Such a set-up permits the continued study and investigation of the various 
subjects assigned to committees over an extended period and results in 
the presentation of a well thought-out expression of opinion with accom- 
panying recommendations. Would not the creation of such additional 
perpetual committees stimulate even greater interest in and attendance 
at our annual gatherings and through our publication facilities provide 
further material benefit to all our members? 


ExpANSION OF PRESENT COMMITTEE ON THE CosT OF CURRENT MEDICAL 
PERIODICALS TO COMMITTEE ON PERIODICALS AND SERIAL PUBLICATIONS 
WITH SUB-COMMITTEES ON Various PHASES 


Instead of limiting our present Committee to the Costs of Current 
Medical Periodicals would it not be well to expand its scope by estab- 
lishing a Standing Committee on Periodicals and Serial Publications. 
This Committee to be of a sufficient number to be divided into sub- 
committees to continue the work on the costs and overproduction of 
excessively priced periodicals and provide for others on format, style of 
volume numbering, simplification of titles, supplements, maintenance of 
lists of births, deaths and changes in the susiedlenl field, etc. 


In this last mentioned phase, it would prove helpful to all of us if a 
sub-committee would publish in each issue of our “‘Bulletin’’ the new 
comers, those which have ceased to exist giving the date of issue of the 
demise as well as consolidations, changes in title and other items that 
have occurred among periodical publications and in order to make this 
data permanently available itemizing these titles in the annual index of 
our ‘‘Bulletin.’’ It would be a fine thing if under the work of this com- 
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mittee a complete alphabetical card index file could be maintained of all 
periodical publications of especial interest to medical libraries, giving 
the titles, editor's name, place of publication, publisher's name and 
address, frequency of publication, subscription price and languages in 
which articles appear. A further valuable aid would be a second file of 
these same titles classified by subjects. 

For example, the preparation and a pag of a complete list of 
County Medical Society publications would be desirable. No such list 
has erg to my knowledge. 

If such key lists were known to exist as a part of the work of our 
Association, they would be an added source of information of particular 
value to our librarians and to editors, publishers, organizations and 
groups, showing divisions of medical literature in which there is an 
excess or lack of periodical publications. Of course, if such a project were 
begun, some way would have to be devised to maintain its continuity. 

CoMMITTEE ON INDEXING OF CuRRENT Mepica LITERATURE 

Is there not need of a Standing Committee on Indexing of Current 
Medical Literature? The incomplete indexing of current medical litera- 
ture has reached a critical point. Through the failure of Congress to 
make ———. no volumes of the “‘Index Catalogue’’ have appeared 
since 1932. In these days of extraordinary governmental expenditures, to 
see Billing’s monumental creation, the world’s greatest and most useful 
medical bibliographical tool, neglected and unprovided for, has been a 
severe blow to our pride in this national achievement. 

We are glad to report that from a talk which your President had 
with Major Hume on a visit to the Army Medical Library in April we 
were gratified to learn that funds have been appropriated to issue two 
volumes of the “‘Catalogue’’ in the next fiscal year beginning July 1, 1935 
and two more volumes in the following fiscal year beginning July 1, 1936 
in order to catch up with the issue of a volume annually. It is regrettable 
to learn from the latest report of the Surgeon General of the Army Medi- 
cal Department that funds for the purchase of publications for the Surgeon 
General's Library have been so reduced that it has required a decrease in 
the number of journals subscribed for of more than 400 and greatly 
curtailed the purchase of new books, especially foreign works. 

Until funds are appropriated to ome the Library to resume acquir- 
ing more fully the current medical journals and books the service to 
readers and libraries will be curtailed and the material indexed in the 
‘Index Catalogue’’ be lacking in completeness. 

In the past when other indexes were incomplete we had the ‘Index 
Catalogue”’ to fall back upon as it appeared in its alphabetical sequence 
for more complete access to the literature. With the reduction in the 
number of periodicals now being indexed (about 1157) in the ‘Quarterly 
Cumulative Index Medicus’’ and the curtailment of journals in the files 
of the Surgeon General's Library the material contained in hundreds of 
medical publications will be practically unknown to all future research 
workers and investigators in the realm of medical science. The American 
Medical Association is making a great and lasting contribution to the 
advancement of medicine in our present ‘Quarterly Cumulative Index 
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Medicus."’ As fine as it is we realize its limitations and are keenly 
anxious for its greater completeness. The goal should be to index all 
original articles and i read before societies contained in all medical 
publications issued throughout the world. We recognize this is a big 
order—a gigantic task—and yet having a very vital relationship to all 
future advances in medicine. 

All experiment and investigation in medical science pre-supposes a 
search of the literature to ascertain if the research contemplated has been 
done before by other workers and their pitfalls and results. The time, 
energy and — of duplicating the same efforts and failures of others 
are thus avoided. 

This has again been recently emphasized by Doctor Warbasse: 

“Every wise physician is aware of the value of knowledge of the 
literature of his art. The errors due to the neglect of his knowledge have 
written some of the sad pages in medical history. For example, the 
Medical Faculty of Paris, in 1742, declared the reconstruction of the nose 
with tissue from some other part of the body to be impossible. The pro- 
cedure fell into disuse. Later many attempts to sleies the operation 
were made, and learned treatises were written. This was all in ignorance 
of the fact that Tagliacozzi, the Italian surgeon, had successfully per- 
formed many rhinoplasties and published a well-illustrated book on the 
subject in 1597—one hundred and fifty years before. Failure to make use 
of the library brought discredit to an entire medical faculty. Joseph P. 
O'Dwyer confessed that he lost four precious years in perfecting intuba- 
tion of the larynx because he had not known of the work of Eugene 
Bouchut, done thirty years before. O'Dwyer was too busy inventing 
intubation to spend the few hours in the library that would have re- 
vealed to him that he was doing over again what had already been done."’ 

As the knowledge of what other investigators have done is a primary 
step in all experimental work it seems logical that the existence and 
maintenance of a complete index to medical literature is of vital import- 
ance to all research and that a part of the funds of foundations and 
institutions conducting experiments and studies might be contributed 
toward sustaining and mabien possible the more complete indexing of 
medical literature. 

To overcome somewhat the failure to include other important 
ag publications in the present limited “‘Quarterly Cumulative 
ndex Medicus,’’ some of our libraries are individually indexing the 
contents of these publications. There is no doubt duplication for the 
reason that one * sent does not know what the others are doing. If 
this work could be correlated an interchange might be established, 
duplication of work eliminated and a still wider group of publications 
iadeued. Until there is sufficient support to make the ‘’Quarterly Cumu- 
lative Index Medicus’’ more inclusive possibly some arrangement could 
be effected whereby co-operating libraries would agree to index certain 
journals thus reducing somewhat the labor and making it unnecessary 
for the American Medical Association to subscribe to these publications. 

It seems therefore that something constructive and practical could 
be accomplished through a standing committee on the Indexing of 
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Medical Literature. Such a committee could co-ordinate scattered efforts, 
stimulate interest on the part of foundations and research cet ore ne 
in providing support toward making our present index to medical litera- 
ture more complete and direct us in any concerted action we might take 
to bring pressure to bear upon Congress to make adequate provision for 
the proper upkeep of the Surgeon General's Library and the continued 
regular publication of the ‘‘Index Catalogue.”’ 


CoMMITTEE ON THE CoMPILATION OF List oF HEALTH Works 
RECOMMENDED FoR Lay READING 

With the stress in recent years upon health education it seems to 
come apy | within the scope of our work to set up the machinery to 
compile and keep up to date a list of books on health and medical topics 
recommended for lay reading. The type of books we have in mind are 
those upon subjects such as diabetes, diet, tuberculosis, cancer, blood 
eo. heart disease, colds, social hygiene, prenatal and child care, etc. 

ould not a standing committee to be responsible for such a work prove 
a practical and useful activity of our Association? Such a list would be 
valuable to physicians in directing their patients and to us in our dealings 
with the public who look to us in this matter. 

I believe however, that in the selection of books to be recommended 
for inclusion in such a list we should be guided very largely by medical 
— The majority of the personnel of such a committee should be 
Ee ysicians with a couple of librarians to handle the book details involved. 

ould not the work of this committee afford a splendid opportunity for 
using the “mii poe in our supporting membership group? The basic 
list of works and supplementary suggestions recommended by this com- 
mittee could be sublichied from time to time in our “Bulletin.” 


ComMITTEE To Stupy FEAsIBILITY OF CO-ORDINATING BIBLIOGRAPHIC 
ResearcH Work oF LIBRARIES 

Bibliographic research work is done to a greater or lesser degree in 
all our libraries. Frequently considerable time is spent by one librarian 
in her search of the literature upon a certain point or topic. A member 
of a staff in some other library may have a request for the same informa- 
tion and the search of the literature is repeated in another place. There 
must be many instances of this kind. Much time is being spent in dupli- 
cation of effort. The question is can any practical method be adopted 
whereby we can co-operate in making our bibliographic reference service 
more accessible to each other. Would it not be well to consider the 
appointment of a committee to at least study this question and inform 
us if a feasible plan can be inaugurated. 


ComMITTEE ON LiBrRARY BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 
To have a standing Committee on Library Buildings and Equipment 
would be a valuable activity of our Association. Every now and then, in 
the revamping of our buildings, the replacement of equipment or the ad- 
dition of new appurtenances, the question arises of the most practical 
and saendedieel iasteial available for the particular matter under con- 
sideration. It may be a question of floor covering for a Reading Room, 
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or lighting fixtures for readers’ desks, or ventilation for book storage 
rooms and so forth. To be able to turn at such a time to a committee 
whose special interest it was to assemble material and data on the various 
phases involved, that could be loaned to the inquirer for a brief period, 
would be a timely and valuable service. Manufacturers, equipment and 
supply houses would gladly cooperate with such a committee as soon as 
its establishment became known. 


CoMMITTEE ON MetHops To STIMULATE INTEREST IN THE READING OF 
Mepicat LITERATURE 


Then too it seems to me that it rests upon us to stimulate greater 
interest in the reading of medical literature especially on the part of those 
who have not acquired or developed the reading or continued study habit. 
What can we do to improve this condition? Various methods have been 
initiated. Our revered Osler and many of his followers have fostered the 
journal clubs. Others have gathered the younger members of their staffs 
together in an evening of fellowship and discussion of the more recent 
developments in medicine. In a number of our medical schools groups 
are gathered together on the part of some interested member of the 
Faculty with the view of stimulating an interest in medical literature. 
In other of our medical colleges some of us are giving voluntary instruc- 
tion in methods of procedure in the use of medical libraries and publica- 
tions. In at least one medical college, the Long Island College of Medi- 
cine, Brooklyn, New York, is instruction along this line a required part 
of the curriculum. As far as we are aware this is the only medical college 
in the country with such a compulsory course. It so happens your speaker 
is the lecturer and these talks to the Freshman class are followed by 
practical demonstrations with the publications to sections of students by 
the Medical School Librarian, Miss Daly. We believe the right place to 
start is with the medical student and that we are losing a very great 
opportunity if we do not avail ourselves of this formative, foundational 
period in the training of the future physician. 


But what about the great number who have been out for some years 
or who have not had such instruction or stimulus? Here it seems is a real 
opportunity for the development of methods that will instill in this group 
a greater reading interest in the modern advances of medicine. 


In our Library we have under consideration the inauguration of a 
plan of the preparation of reading lists of a few references ata works 
and outstanding articles in journals on a specific subject such as tubercu- 
losis, poliomyelitis, amebiasis and pneumonia. These titles to be selected 
by a committee of the physician members of our organization acquainted 
with the authoritative and well-recognized contributions to the literature 
upon these subjects. These lists are to be brief, are to be posted in our 
Reading Room and possibly published in our ‘‘Bulletin.’’ I mention this 
simply to raise the question if a standing committee of our Association 
might not be able to promote more reading of the literature of medicine 
on the part of the aolled profession. 
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NEED For MakING A BEGINNING IN SECURING A HEADQUARTERS For THE 

AssOCIATION AND THE EMPLOYMENT OF A Part T1iME ExEcuTIvE 

Now that we are an incorporated organization it is hoped the time 
will soon come when we will receive bequests and gifts from interested 
individuals or foundations looking toward the eventual establishment of 
a permanent headquarters for our Association with needed personnel to 
olieiadane our present activities and to augment them as means become 
available. 

It is essential that as soon as it can be done we make a beginning by 
having a headquarters office even if it be in some library willing to pro- 
vide the space and the employment of an executive secretary at least on a 
part time basis. It may be that such a set up could be arranged in con- 
nection with a library where a full time librarian could not be employed. 

Our present income just about meets our immediate needs. Without 
other financial support the only way we could make a start in setting up 
a headquarters office with an executive officer on a part time basis would 
be if our library members considered that the material acquired through 
the exchange and the benefits derived from the other activities of the 
Association warranted an increase in dues. To make a beginning would 
mean that our library member dues would have to be doubled or increased 
to $25.00 per year. 

This is simply a forward glance looking to the future development 
of our activities and I trust it will be received in the constructive spirit 
in which it is offered. What we have accomplished has been done with 
limited resources and only through the fine spirit of cooperation of the 
officers and individual members who have willingly and most efficiently 
served in the various capacities to which they have been elected or 
appointed. 

Until we are more fortunately favored we trust the same splendid 
attitude will continue on the part of every member of our Association, 
both library and individual. 

It would be an excellent thing for our Association if it were possible 
for the Librarian of each Library represented in it to be a member of some 
committee. It would bind us more closely together in a great common 
cause dear to all of us. 

In addition to what each library is already doing it would be con- 
tributing in thought and service through its representative toward the 

reater advancement of medical libraries which in turn would be re- 
ected in the wider influence and usefulness of our Association to the 
public. 

The suggestions offered in these remarks are simply those of one in 
your ranks offered for your thought and consideration and for such action 
as they may merit in your judgment in making it possible for our Associ- 
ation to expand its influence and effectiveness. 

In conclusion using the lines of another: 

‘In the hustle and bustle of business, 
With its slaving and saving and grind, 
We're too apt to credit successes 
To the works of our own hands and mind. 
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But I pause at this annual meeting 
To give credit where credit is due, 

To thankfully say that our progress results 
From the friendship of such folks as you.”

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REMARKS MADE BY DR. FRANCIS CONCERNING THE 
COMMITTEES PROPOSED BY MR. FRANKENBERGER 


CommiTTEE I 

One of the objects of the standing committees is to get more people 
working for the Association. The more of our members who have to 
work, the better it is for them as well as for the Association. It is difficult 
for committees to work together because of the problem of distance and 
inadequacy of discussion through correspondence. I believe that com- 
mittees can be worked too far. This can be seen in Mitchell's remark that 
he thought his tombstone should fittingly be inscribed, ‘‘Committee'd 
to the grave." When committees are appointed, it is advisable that the 
members be in meeting distance with each other. If you confine your 
committees to members of certain localities, it does not distribute the 
work. 

Comnittez II 

This committee is certainly the pride of the family. It has done great 
work and made our Association well known, even internationally known. 
Their work is not finished, and they know best what to do, if it is advis- 
able to expand their activities. 

We need the central organization to keep complete lists of journals, 
to note casualities and newcomers. A central library would be fine, but 
it would require a subsidy and it comes down to the question of funds. 
We do not have the funds. 

Committe III 

There is no doubt but that we need a committee for more adequate 
indexing. There is too much duplication. It comes down again to the 
question of rapid and cheap thom srt of cards. An exchange of cards 
should be effected. If the work could be pieced out to different libraries 
and funds obtained, something might be done in the way of passing on 
information and more complete indexing and exchange of cards would 
result. 

CommiTtEE IV 

These books are asked for in public libraries more than in medical 
libraries. The books should be chosen by competent public health of- 
ficers. I should question the formation of such a committee from this 
Association. 

ComMITTEE V 

Some libraries file such lists and some have been published. The 
lists are costly to copy. A list made for one man does not suit another. 
Here again is a question of rapid and cheap copying. If any big library is 
to file such lists, it could not do the work for nothing. 

Committee VI 

There seems to be little demand for such a committee. A central 

headquarters could keep on file the needed information. 
Committee VII 

In medical school libraries it is generally the faculty not the students 
that need stimulation. Few students know how to use the Index 
Catalogue. They should be made to prepare bibliographies by the faculty. 
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A great advantage might accrue from an exchange of ideas on how to 
lead our horses to water even though you cannot make them drink. 
Committee VIII 

Such a committee might well be formed and get to work. Again it is 
largely a question of funds. It is a question of whether the library 
members are willing to pay $25 a year instead of $10. Also it is a question 
of a headquarters location. 

(Discussion at adjourned Executive Session, concerning formation of new 
Committees proposed by Mr. Frankenberger and following the remarks of Dr. 
Francis.) 

Mrs. Hunt:— 

Regarding Dr. Kuhlman’s recommendation for a committee: It would 
be a committee on public documents to serve as a cooperative committee 
on the A.L.A. 

Mr. Ballard:— 

At the present time, the medical profession is divided on the question 
of social insurance. We must have a careful consideration by a committee 
to decide whether we should form such a committee. 

Mr. Frankenberger:— 

Such a committee would only make material available and not put 
the Association on record as favoring or not favoring social insurance. 
Dr. Larkey:— 

In California information on both sides of the question is being 
collected by libraries. The layman knows more than the medical man in 
connection with this question. A committee for this purpose would be 
bringing all sides before the doctor. 

Mrs. Cunningham:— 

Our part in collecting such information would only be a small part. 
The present need is to get adequate information on this subject and a 
committee would not take a definite side. 

Mr. Ballard:— 

Don’t tie up the present situation with any other library committee 
on this question, such as the S.L.A. or the A.L.A. 

(Motion was made by Mrs. Cunningham and seconded by Dr. 
Larkey, that a Medical Library Association Committee on Public Docu- 
ments be appointed. Motion carried.) 

Mr. Frankenberger:-— 

Any committees which it is decided be appointed will have to be 
non-elective committees at this time until we can amend the constitution. 
Committees now approved to be appointed will serve as non-elective com- 
mittees until it is decided if the Constitution be amended and such com- 
mittees be made standing committees. The committees, however, can be 
special committees, but standing committees have more stability and 
continuity. 

Mr. Ballard:— 

We should experiment before making any constitutional amend- 
ments. Special committees might accomplish the work and then be dis- 
charged. I recommend that all suggested committees should be special 
committees. 
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Mr. Frankenberger-— 
(Regarding the widening of the scope of the Committee on the Cost 
of Current Medical Periodicals to Committee on Periodicals and Serial 
Publications.) This Committee has done valuable work and should be 
given the widest possible scope. 
Mrs. Cunningham (Chairman):— 
A very great change would not be effected by changing the name of 
this committee. The present committee number is four; I suggest that the 
association should appoint the number on the committee. 


Miss Darrach:— 

I believe that the name should remain the same. The reputation of 
the committee was won on that name. I suggest that the scope be en- 
larged but not change the name. The International meeting knows us 
by our present name. 

Mr. Gilchrist:— 

By their deeds and not their labels you should know them. It seems 
to me that a committee would gain a prestige if it were on a general 
topic of all-time interest to the medical profession and not on a specific 
basis. 

Miss Washburn:— 
A subcommittee should be formed and later incorporated. 


Mr. Frankenberger:— 

A subcommittee will come later on the cost of periodicals as a part 
of the general committee on periodicals. There is, I am sure, general 
agreement as to who will be the Chairman—Mrs. Cunningham. 

(Motion was made by Mrs. Cunningham and seconded by Mr. Bal- 
lard that the Committee on the Cost of Current Medical Periodicals be 
changed to the Committee on Periodicals and Serial Publications and be 
enlarged according to the wisdom of the Executive Committee.) (Mo- 
tion carried.) 

Mr. Ballard:— 

I suggest a committee to consider more adequate indexing of current 
medical literature. 

Dr. Francis:— 

A committee to act is necessary rather than to consider indexing. 
(The motion was made by Miss Hallam and seconded by Mrs. Irish that 
a Committee on Indexing of Current Medical Literature be appointed.) 
(Motion carried.) 

Mr. Frankenberger:— 
Cn seed Committee on Compilation of List of Health books.) 
There is a definite need for medical advice and right selection of 

books for laymen. The medical library is the source and place of partici- 

— in such information. 

iss Wildes:— 

There is great need for such a committee. We have had a great many 
calls from laymen and doctors for this information. At the present time 
the education of the public is of great interest. We need knowledge of 
sources of the information desired on this subject. 
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Mrs. Washburn:— 

I suggest that a committee should be formed and gather together a 
group of doctors to formulate lists on specific health subjects. Reprints 
could be used. 

Mr. Ballard:— 

The national medical organization should prepare such a list, then 
the list would have the backing of authority. 
Mr. Frankenberger:— 

Do we want to follow the same principle of independence as before? 
Mrs. Irish— 

A group of medical libraries in California are cooperating with the 
public libraries in forming lists. 

(Motion was made by Mr. Harding and seconded by Miss Bayne 
that a Committee be appointed to consider the compilation of a list of 
Health Works recommended for lay reading.) (Motion carried.) 

Mrs. Cooksley:— 

(Regarding a Committee to Study the Feasibility of Coordinating 
Bibliographic Research Work of Medical Libraries.) A central bureau 
listing bibliographies started or finished would save much time and 
duplication. 

Mr. Frankenberger:— 

Such a committee would serve as the center. It would save much 
time through communication. 

(Motion was made by Mr. Ballard and seconded by Mr. Harding 
that a Committee be appointed to study the Feasibility of Coordinating 
Bibliographic Research Work of Medical Libraries.) 

Regarding a Committee to be appointed to stimulate interest in the 
reading of Medical Literature, no discussion or motions were made. 

Miss Hillis— 

(Regarding the need of making a headquarters and creating the posi- 
tion of a part-time executive.) This is a question for the Executive 
Committee. 

(Motion was made by Miss Hillis and seconded by Miss Hallam that 
the question of making a headquarters and creating the position of a 
part-time executive be referred to the Executive Committee and the re- 
sults to be reported at the next meeting.) 

(Motion was made, seconded and carried that the Association ex- 
tend a hearty vote of thanks to all our Rochester friends and organizations 
for their gracious hospitality in making our meeting such a delightful 
occasion. The motion included the suggestion that the Secretary write 
letters to the different organizations thanking them for their participa- 
tion in this convention. ) 

Miss Hanvey announced the summary of Round Table Findings. 
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COLONEL FIELDING H. GARRISON 


Colonel Garrison's interest in the Medical Library Association has 
been constant from its inception in 1898 and its members have lost a wise 
counselor and understanding friend. His life was devoted to furthering all 
things pertaining to medical libraries and particularly to medical history. 

n his work at the Army Medical Library, scanning hundreds of 
medical articles a day, his scope of theoretic melision became ever wider, 
and he was a competent critic. He could be delightfully sarcastic, utter- 
ing his mirth in a low full voice. ‘‘Piffle,’’ he would chuckle at a super- 
ficial statement. As Colonel Garrison was more permanent at the Library 
than the librarians in charge, he became widely “ and had innumer- 
able contacts in the wide professional world. His modesty and willing- 
ness to serve held the friendship of medical men all over the globe. 
Everyone sent books and pictures, so that the walls of his office held 
fifty photographs. His book on Medical History was to an extent the 
result of such contacts. In his mind great men stood out as in a hall of 
fame, distinct and recognized at a glance. His science lived, his true 
memory enlivened it. Foreign languages were a matter of course. His 
translations showed mastery of the idiom and a grasp of the spirit of the 
original author. They were works of art. 

Some of the titles of very recent articles show the scope of his writ- 
ings. ‘‘Life as an Occupational Disease’’; ‘‘Pages of Spanish Medicine’’; 
‘The Medical and Scientific Periodicals of the Seventeenth and Eighteenth 
Century’’; ‘“Transvaluations and Deflations in the History of Medicine 
and its Teaching.’’ His great book on the history of medicine which he 
shyly called ‘‘An Introduction to the History of Medicine’’ will be for 
years to come the great textbook and the treasure house to which every- 
one who is interested in the subject must sooner or later go. 

The English language obeyed his firm hand. His style was clear and 
precise. Comparisons were pertinent. His erudition permeated his sub- 
ject, and examples flocked in to enliven the bypaths of thought. He 
played on it as on an instrument. He was subtle, humorous, whimsical, 
never lacked an interesting term, was never bombastic. His words did 
not adorn but simply rounded out thought. Art and scientific fact, ever 
at his memory’s command, broadened the scope. He would write an 
essay for a school child who asked his aid, clear, simple. He wrote 
about music which was one of his accomplishments. He played the piano 
with technical understanding and artistic abandon. 

His articles written for the New York Academy of Medicine involved 
a tremendous amount of research. A complete bibliography of all his 
productions will eventually be published in the Bulletin of the Institute 
of the History of Medicine. 

Colonel Garrison's relationship to the Institute of the History of 
Medicine was a double one. In the first place he was, of course, the 
Librarian of the Welch Medical Library. As such, he was not only 
———— for the routine work of that institution and was also a gen- 
eral consultant for anyone desiring information regarding the material 
that the library possessed. He was a member of the Institute and had 
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held the position of Resident Lecturer ever since its foundation. At the 
Institute he was a constant guide and an ever patient friend. This his 
career from library aid through low and high medico-military ranks, 
did not change. 

He had the most remarkable memory. This applied not only to 
medical science and history, but to all branches of p< sot It was firm 
in general history ,in serious and light literature of the world, biology, 
anthropology and other allied matter. His memory was great because his 
mind grasped the entire historic structure. The facts were at his com- 
mand, and generally when he looked them up it was more from scientific 
habit than from necessity. 

No one who lived and worked at the Welch Medical Library or at 
the Institute itself will ever forget the stiff, well-set-up figure of the 
Colonel as he walked from his room through the library corridors. The 
moment anyone spoke to him the stern lines of his face yielded to the 
most friendly of smiles. It will be a long, long time before his place is 
filled and a still longer time before he is forgotten.

. . » Be it further resolved that this Association endorse the resolu- 
tion passed by the College and Reference Section and express to the 
German government its appreciation of the action of the Government in 
effecting a reduction of 25 per cent in the export prices of books and 
periodicals for libraries. Be it further resolved, that the Secretary be 
instructed to inform the German government of this action."

MEDICAL LIBRARY ASSOCIATION REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE COST OF CURRENT MEDICAL PERIODICALS 
FOR THE YEAR OF 1934-1935 


It has now been possible to study carefully what has been accom- 
plished in regard to the price reduction of current periodicals during the 
year 1934. 

It is unfortunate that the unstabilized condition of our currency has 
offset to a large degree the benefits which libraries should derive from 
the substantial decreases in price which have been obtained in 1934. The 
Committee addressed a letter to the President of the United States in 
October, 1934, pointing out the real difficulty faced by educational insti- 
tutions due to an unstabilized currency, and suggested that perhaps some 
special method of paying bills could be found, whereby this loss would 
be prevented. A recent letter received from the Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury stated that the Department had given sympathetic considera- 
tion to the problem but did not feel that a special method of handling 
bills could be arranged to the advantage of medical libraries. 

The reductions in prices on journals costing more than 60 RM per 
year from the firm of Julius Springer amounted to 4,079.10 RM, and the 
amount from other firms 980.30 RM, giving a total saved on the prices 
for medical and biological journals for the year 1934 of RM 5,059.40. The 
firm of Julius Springer made an average reduction of 41.8 per cent on 
journals containing original material when compared with 1932 prices. 
The prices of the abstract journals published by this firm have increased 
slightly. If the reduction is fiesenl with the abstract journals included, 
the per cent reduction drops to 31.5 per cent in relation to 1932 prices. 
It is therefore evident that the German publishers and especially the firm 
of Julius Springer have made every effort to live up to the agreements 
made in Chicago in October, 1933, and are also showing every evidence 
of cooperation in trying to solve this very difficult problem. 

In studying the situation, however, it has become evident that while 
the total cost of the journals has decreased, this decrease has been paral- 
leled by a decrease in volume content. This decrease in volume content 
has presumably increased the value of journals by the elimination of un- 
necessary material and unduly long articles. It was thought advisable to 
see what relationship the reduction in price bore to the reduction in vol- 
ume content. Miss Janet Doe of the few York Academy of Medicine 
studied 25 German journals, counting the pages which appeared in 1932 
and 1934 and comparing them with the prices for these years. This 
analysis showed that the average decrease in pages exceeded the reduction 
in cost by 4.17 wl cent, or in other words, the publishers gained this 
amount. An analysis made in regard to the per page cost of each of these 
25 journals shows that in 1932 the average cost per page was 11.6 pfen- 
nigs, in 1934 it was 12.5 pfennigs, or an increase in actual per page cost 
of 7.7 per cent. 

Twenty-five American, 25 French, and 25 British journals subscribed 
to by the Vanderbilt Medical Library covering approximately the same 
subjects as the 25 German journals analyzed, were studied in the same 
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way. The calculations were made on the lowest value of each currency 
for the year 1934 in relation to the American dollar. The average cost 
per page for the German was found to be 4.5 cents, for the British 1.5 
cents, a the French 0.8 cents, and for the American 0.7 cents. Obviously 
the exchange rate, in spite of having selected the lowest value in relation 
to the dollar, is operative in sm to the comparison of the American 
journals with the German journals, but the exchange rate of the British 
and French currencies, is more nearly the same as the German, as these 
currencies are also high in relation to the American dollar. It is obvious 
that the libraries in the United States paid in 1934 an average of more 
than four times as much for German journals per page as for comparable 
French and English journals, and it is also obvious that the exchange 
factor has little or no influence in such a comparison. 


A definite decrease in the total cost of the high-priced German 
periodicals has been —— While there has been a slight per 
pase increase in price, the fact that page reduction and price reduction 

ave so Closely paralleled each other is hopeful for the future. The changes 
during a period of readjustment such as end poner mat have had to face, 
especially possible changes in personnel and overhead, might represent 
the difference. The German publishers and editors are to be congratulated 
and medical librarians and scientists throughout the world deeply ap- 
preciate their efforts; nevertheless there has been no price reduction per 
page. 

Your Chairman was asked to give a paper before the Second Inter- 
national Congress of Libraries and Bibliography held in Spain from the 
19th to 30th of May. The subject of the paper was the ‘‘Present Status 
of the Publication of Literature in the Medical and Biological Sciences"’ 
and was given before the section of the Congress which considered the 
over-production of literature in periodicals ete the point of view of 
libraries. Your Chairman attended al! conferences which had any bear- 
ing on this subject or which were of importance in regard to the cost of 
periodicals. The following developments are to be reported: during the 
section meeting papers were presented by various rapporteurs. 


Dr. L. Tudeer, Director of the University Library, Helsingfors, sur- 
veyed the problem of overproduction in the periodicals of the philological 
sciences. M. Bultingaire, Bibliothecaire en chef du Museum National 
d'Histoire Naturelle de Paris, discussed this question as it is related to 
the periodicals in the natural sciences. Your Chairman surveyed the 
‘wore status of the publication of periodicals in the medical and bio- 
ogical sciences, Dr. Georg Leyh, Dire‘;tor of the Universitatsbibliothek, 
Tuebingen, spoke on overproduction in material published in periodicals 
and on the question of periodical reform and Mr. Charles H. Brown, 
Librarian Iowa State College, and Chairman of the A.L.A. Subcommittee 
on German periodicals, spoke on economic tendencies in American li- 
braries and their probable influence upon the publication of scientific 
material. Mr. Brown also proposed the appointment of an International 
ey Committee for the aly of the cost of current books and period- 
icals. 
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The papers and the discussion during the meeting showed plainly 
that there is undoubtedly an overproduction in material appearing in 
scientific periodicals in practically all countries and certain imam were 
pointed out as contributing causes. 

Mr. Brown stated that he had, following discussions in Germany, 
been permitted to announce that the German authorities were willing to 
lower the export prices of German books and periodicals in order to assist 
foreign libraries in facing difficulties concerning the purchase of German 
publications with unstabilized currencies. The definite plan and methods 
whereby libraries can benefit by such an arrangement are to be announced 
later. 

The section passed a resolution expressing appreciation of the state- 
ment received from the German government and suggested the appoint- 
ment of a special Committee of librarians. The resolution passed reads 
as follows: 

I. The International Federation of Library Associations recog- 
nizes the fact that more expensive German periodicals on medicine and 
natural sciences have been considerably reduced in bulk and price, but 
the library budgets of various countries have been reduced to an even 
greater extent. 

II. Beyond the gained results up to the present stands still the 
necessity to embody in the working programme of the International 
Federation of Library Associations the rationalisation of the scientific 
periodicals in all civilized countries. 

III. It is therefore suggested, that the International Library Com- 
mittee appoint a special committee of librarians from the most inter- 
ested countries, to consider the production of books and periodicals and 
the cost in relation to library budgets. The scope of the work of this 
special committee is not to be limited to the book production of any 
one country or to any special class of books. 

IV. The International Congress hereby expresses its great appre- 
ciation of the statement received from German Governmental Author- 
ities ‘‘Dass es die gegenwartige Politik der deutschen Regierung sei, 
die Export-preise der Bucher und Periodica wesentlich zu senken, um 
die Schwierigkeiten, die fur auslandische Bibliotheken beim Bezug 
deutscher Literatur durch die Wahrungsentwertungen entstanden sind 
weitgehend auszugleichen.’’ The Congress eagerly awaits the an- 
nouncement of the definite plan and methods by which it is hoped that 
foreign libraries will continue to benefit by the results of German 
scholarship and research. 

V. Theses are only in especially well-founded exceptional cases to 
be printed in periodicals and series and are in every case to be un- 
mistakably inlicuns as theses. 

At the final meeting of the Comite of the International Federation 
of Library Associations at Barcelona the resolution given above was 
formally adopted and it was voted to appoint a special committee of 
librarians from the most interested countries to consider the production 
of books and periodicals and their cost. Dr. Munthe, Director of the 
Royal University Library of Oslo, was appointed Chairman.

In May 1935 a questionnaire was sent to all members of the Medical 
Library Association through the zone chairmen. The purpose of the 
questionnaire was to ascertain how many cancellations of periodicals 
costing $40.00 per year or more had been forced by economic conditions 
during the year 1934 and up to the present in 1935; how many journals 
which had been cancelled were re-subscribed to and what was the opinion 
of the members of the Association regarding the present status of the cost 
of periodicals. The results of this questionnaire have been compiled by 
Miss Janet Doe and are as follows: 

74 subscriptions were cancelled in 1934 and to May 1935 
5 journals were re-subscribed to. 

Of the cancellations all but five took place during the year 1934. 
From a study of the answers to the questionnaire it seems evident that 
the majority of the members of the Association do not feel that the re- 
ductions obtained so far in the cost of periodicals are sufficient to meet 
present economic conditions and the existing curtailment of library bud- 

ets. Librarians report using funds which should and would ordinarily 
e spent for books in order to maintain their subscriptions. Obviously 
this cannot continue indefinitely. 

There seems also a growing conviction on the part of the members of 
the Medical Library Association and of scientists, that a reduction in total 
cost dependent not only upon a reduction in material published will be 
essential before any permanent solution to this vexed question can be 
found. The following letter from Great Britain indicates that this point 
of view is not confined to the United States alone:

The Radcliffe Library Advisory Committee, whose duties are to 
make suggestions to the Bodleian Curators as to the purchase of scien- 
tific books and periodicals and as to other matters pertaining to the 
Radcliffe Library as the scientific department of the Bodleian, had be- 
fore them at their meeting on December 3 last the report of the Com- 
mittee on the Cost of Current Medical Periodicals which had been 
made to the Medical Library Association. The Advisory Committee 
expressed its full agreement with the opinion of the Federation of 
American Societies for Experimental Biology quoted in the report 
“that some effort should be made to obtain a per page reduction in 
cost’’ of German medical periodicals, and further laid emphasis on the 
need for a similar reduction in German periodicals in all branches of 
science. The Committee requested the Curators of the Bodleian 
to transmit their views to the Medical Library Association of America, 
and at the meeting of the Curators on Saturday last I was authorized 
to send you this communication.

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It has become evident that for the great majority of the expensive 
German periodicals, the publishers have decided to fix a maximum yearly 
price but not a fixed yearly price. In other words one still cannot be sure 
just exactly what a given item will cost until the end of any particular 
year. It is a great gain, of course, to have an assurance that a given 
journal will not exceed this maximum price, but it does prevent libraries 
running on very limited budgets from placing orders in advance for a 
journal which they might be able to afford at the actual price paid, but 
could not guarantee to take at the maximum price announced. Charging 
by separate numbers also causes libraries extra expense and trouble in 
regard to detailed bookkeeping, and confusion arises on the part of both 
dealer and patron regarding actual yearly prices. It is regrettable that 
the publishers do not see their way clear to announcing a fixed price per 
volume and year for these publications. 


It is also unfortunate that in the advance list of maximum prices for 
1935, the prices of several journals have been raised. Three of these, 
Pfluger’s Arch. f. d. ges. Physiologie, and von Graefe’s Arch. f. Ophthal- 
mologie, and Beitr. z. Klin. d. Tuberkulose are particularly unfortunate, 
as they are widely used periodicals which many libraries would like to 
have. Your Chairman protested this increase in price to Dr. Springer, 
but he has not indicated that he considers it possible to reduce them and 
pointed out that there had been an increase in the number of subscriptions 
to Pfluger’s Archiv during the last year. 


There is no evidence that the financial state of libraries or educa- 
tional institutions has become markedly improved, and it seems quite 
evident that unless there is still some further reduction in price, many 
libraries which have been struggling to maintain their subscriptions 
temporarily until some adjustment could be made, will have to cancel 
their subscriptions. It seems evident that the prices of German periodicals 
should be lowered until they are more in line with those of other coun- 
tries. A survey of the list of medical and biological journals costing 
more than 60 RM per year shows that there are still 22 journals which 
cost more than $40.00 per year and 18 costing $30.00 or over, making a 
total of forty journals which still cost $30.00 per year or more, even 
when calculated on the old rate of exchange, i.e. the Reichsmark at 
twenty-four cents. 

Letters have been received from the various scientific societies who 
have been actively interested in the work of this Committee expressing 
their —— for what has been accomplished and assuring the 
Medical Library Association of their cooperation and support in further 
endeavors. 

The untimely deaths of Mr. Alfred L. Robert and Colonel Fielding 
H. Garrison have been an unfortunate blow to the work of the Committee. 
It is with sincere regret and sorrow that their loss as members of this 
Committee is reported. We should also pause to recall the fact that it 
was their careful and exhaustive research work on the comparative cost 
of medical periodicals published in 1932 which laid one of the corner- 
stones of the work of chis Committee. 
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Miss Janet Doe, who was appointed to succeed Mr. Alfred L. Robert 
as a member of the Committee, oe rendered invaluable assistance during 
the current year and I feel that we are extremely fortunate in having been 
able to secure her services as a member. No appointment has been made 
to fill the vacancy created by Colonel Garrison's death. 

I wish to thank the members of the Executive Committee and of- 
ficers of the Association for their kindness and support throughout the 
past year and also I wish to acknowledge their evidence of confidence 
and appreciation in having appointed me as a delegate to the International 


Library Congress.

Following the presentation of this report the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted by the Medical Library Association: 


RESOLUTION ADOPTED 
Rochester, June 18, 1935 


1. Be it resolved: that the Medical Library Association express 
appreciation to the German publishers for the reductions in 1934 in the 
price of medical and biological periodicals as well as appreciation of 
the statement from the German governmental authorities made to the 
Second International Congress held in Madrid, May 1935, regarding a 
reduction in export prices, designed to help foreign libraries overcome 
the difficulties caused by unstabilized currencies. It is hoped that this 
plan when definitely announced will assist medical libraries to continue 
their subscriptions to German periodicals. 


2. The Medical Library Association desires to express satisfaction 
that world-wide interest in the situation has led to the formation of a 
special Committee of the International Federation of Library Associa- 
tions to study the problems concerning the publication of books and 
periodicals and their cost and further wishes to express confidence to 
this Committee in its purpose and plans for work and study. 


3 Be it further resolved: that the Medical Library Association 
feels it imperative to draw attention to the fact that unless further re- 
ductions in the prices of German periodicals are made so that these 
prices are more in line with those of other countries, many libraries 
will be compelled on economic grounds to cancel subscriptions. It is also 
the opinion of this Association that reductions in price should not be de- 

ndent on a reduction of volume content alone. The fact is also de- 
plored that the advance list of maximum prices for 1935 showed, in the 
case of several journals of great importance to medical libraries, a sub- 
stantial increase in price as compared with 1934. 
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4. Be it further resolved: that while the Medical Library Associ- 
ation realizes that the announcement of a maximum yearly price is a 
distinct gain, the desired goal is a fixed yearly price for periodicals, 
announced in advance. 


The following list of journals shows the prices paid in 1932 and 1935 
for German journals in medicine and biology costing 60 RM or more per 
year. Prices are given in both Reichsmarks and dollars. In calculating the 
price in dollars, the old rate of exchange, the Reichsmark at 24 cents, 
was used in order to eliminate the unstabilized condition of currencies 
from the calculation. American libraries actually paid more in dollars 
—_ the figures given. The figures in Reichsmarks are the actual figures 
paid.

ROUND TABLE SUMMARY 
By Miss Lity C. Hanvey, Chairman 


Librarian, Library of the St. Louis Medical Society 


These findings are admittedly partial, but even so, they offer con- 
siderable material for reflection. Scrutiny of the recommendations made 
can scarcely fail to show that the results of the Round Table Discussion 
idea has been to encourage exchange of problems which arise in our par- 
ticular libraries: 


TABLE 1. CATALOGING. Leader, Miss Marjorie Wildes. Observer,

(a) Short cuts for economy: 1. When there are several editions of one 
book with the same editors, stamp subject cards and added entries of the 
latest edition *‘For other editions see Author Card.’ 2. This also holds true 
for several copies. 3. When there are many cards under a given subject, 
determine the date of publication before which it is not necessary to 
have a subject card for each book and make a guide card reading “‘For 
books on this subject published before (e.g. 1900) see Shelf List.’ This necessi- 
tates adding guide cards with dates of publication for the subject cards 
which represent books published at a later date. 4. In typed work on 
subject cards where “‘Contents’’ are long, use the note *‘For Contents see 
Author Card.’’ 5. With the exception of notes referring to bibliographies, 
some librarians omit descriptive notes on subject cards and stamp ‘‘ For 
fuller description see Author Card."’ 6. Not feasible to use subject cards re- 
ferring to lists of publications. 7. In copying cards for typed work it was 
the consensus of opinion that a typist could work more rapidly if she 
omits short cuts and copies all information given on the author card. A 
typist could surely be trained to use stamps *' For other copies and editions.” 
oS Pamphlets other than reprints. 1. Physical arrangement: The most 
important pamphlets are put in binders and classified and cataloged like 
books. Other pamphlets are put in pamphlet boxes or vertical files. 
Some libraries classify these pamphlets; others arrange them alphabetical- 
ly by subject. If the material is purely ephemeral it is kept in a file near 
the reference librarian’s desk and is not included in the main catalog. 
2. Cataloging pamphlets which are placed in boxes or files: Blanket sub- 
ject cards are used referring to a specified pamphlet box. Author cards 
are made when it is desirable. The cataloging can be shortened and cards 
can be stamped ‘‘Pamphlet’’ as an indication of brief cataloging. Re- 
prints of various institutions appearing serially are cataloged and shelved 
as bound volumes of serials. The reprints of these volumes are cataloged 
individually by author when time permits. Some libraries catalog by 
subject only. Libraries vary in keeping all reprints received, some keep- 
ing only those which are of value, and others keeping only those of 
which they do not own the periodical in which they appeared. Some 
libraries number reprints in order of receipt; others arrange alphabetically 
by author and place them in boxes or vertical files and trust to the Index 
Medicus for subjects. If a numerical arrangement is used, reprints are 
cataloged by author.

Index inadequacies: Lack of indicating the foreign journals ab- 
stracted in J.A.M.A.; omission of prices of periodicals; omission of im- 
portant articles, transactions, editorials, correspondence, — etc.; 
too slow in publishing index. The group appreciated the fact that it 
requires a large, capable staff to index current material, and it was sug- 
gested that perhaps the American Medical Association or the Surgeon 
General's ideey would give information before Index is published when 
requested for specific material. 


The following is suggested by this group: “‘A committee should be 
appointed from the association to investigate the subject of more ade- 
quate indexing and abstracting of overlooked material in journals both 
indexed and not indexed in the Q.C.I.M. 

‘The association should have the opportunity of getting recent in- 
dex material by either paying a fee to the American Medical Association 
or the Surgeon General's Library to get recent index material; or the 
association should have zones or districts and take care of indexing and 
distributing material to other libraries."’

The administration of each hospital being different; the ways of 
arriving at the same goal “‘Service’’ to both staff and patient, is ‘‘arrived 
at’’ in just as many ways. 


The most interesting part of this conference was the variety of 
libraries represented, as fol ows: Hospital library which is a branch of 
the medical library of the University; hospital library which serves both 
staff and patient under the supervision of one librarian; one library is just 
beginning reference work for the staff by the record librarian; one library 
is a departmental library, which is one of several in the same hospital; 
another library is under the supervision of the Social Service Department 
of the hospital; and one which has a very small circulation and is super- 
vised and operated entirely by volunteer service.

The fewer books we are able to buy, the more careful we should be 
in buying them. The first requisite is to have the books the people ask 
for before they ask for them. To accomplish this, all advance lists and 
current lists must be carefully checked. Publishers’ Weekly and Publish- 
ers’ Circular, trade journals, publishers’ catalogs, and advance notices, 
lists of books received in J.A.M.A., Lancet (London), and Edinburgh 
Medical Journal are lists to be checked for American and English publi- 
cations. 
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Types of books to buy are: 1. Periodicals. 2. Original works. 3. 
Monographs. 4. Textbooks. Book purchases are usually made from re- 
quests of head of departments in University library, or of members in 
Society library. Books should be allocated to departments or divisions so 
that one subject is not built up to the detriment of another. 


Methods of purchase are: 1. Direct. 2. Agents in different countries. 
3. Cooperative buying. Cooperative buying in communities is best way 
to buy German publications, as publishers have varying discounts. Pool 
resources in community and buy through German agent for maximum 
discount, as better terms are given with larger orders.

The scope of bibliographic and reference service given by medical 
libraries was discussed. In general, large libraries connected with Uni- 
versities and Research Institutions do not prepare extensive bibliog- 
raphies gratis. Library facilities and procedures are explained to the 
reader and he is encouraged to select his own references. In smaller 
libraries and in libraries of medical societies the relationship between 
the reader and the library is more personal. Thus, we find that such 
libraries, in many instances, do prepare relatively complete bibliographies 
for their patrons. When a bibliography on a very elusive or difficult sub- 
ject has tome prepared, it is the practice of many libraries to make a 
permanent record of their findings be future use. It was reported standard 
procedure in one library for the librarian to carefully check new acqui- 
sitions of recently published books for their literature citations. When- 
ever these seemed to be sufficiently extensive and inclusive, a card was 
typed under the general heading ‘‘Bibliography’’ and inserted in the regu- 
lar catalog. In this manner a great deal of reference material is made 
readily accessible to the general reader.

All the publicity possible helps to encourage the use of the library 
by those entitled to that use; outsiders are not to be encouraged unless 
they cannot be avoided. The collecting of fines was agreed upon to be 
the best system for insuring the prompt return of books. Unbound 
periodicals should be loaned for only a short time, or not at all, thus 
— them available to more people. Records of material borrowed by 
the individual, including interlibrary loans, should be kept on file for 
five years, so that the same material may be secured readily at any time. 
Non-medical books and periodicals have some place in the medical 
library, but if possible, should be kept in a browsing room or lounge.

Discussion was opened by Miss McCann who read a paper entitled, 
‘‘A Survey Summary of Rules for Use in Dental Libraries.’ Following 
discussion, Miss McCann read a report written by Dr. Ingo Hackh of the 
Dental School of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, San Francisco. 
Dr. Hackh is Chairman of the Committee to Standardize Periodical 
Prices for Dental Library Exchange and Sales. The topic of his report 
was, ‘Proposal for Standardized Periodical Price List for Dental Library 
Exchange and Sales.’’ After the reading of the paper, Dr. Hackh’s table 
of prices was examined by members of the group. 


Miss McCann then read a paper by Dr. Bernard W. Weinberger, 
Library of the Dental Section ti New York Academy of Medicine, 
who is connected with the International Code of Abbreviations for 
Titles of Periodicals adopted at the International Federation of the Inter- 
nationale Dentaire. The paper was entitled, ‘‘Proper Abbreviations for 
Dental Journals,’’ and pf reading the introductory paragraphs, the 
paper was passed around for inspection by the members. It was decided 
that mimeographed copies of Dr. Hackh’s report would be made and 
sent to the , ae libraries, and that Dr. Weinberger’s paper should be 
published in the Bulletin.

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THE PRESENT STATUS OF THE PUBLICATION OF LITERATURE 
IN THE MEDICAL AND BIOLOGICAL SCIENCES

During the last few years it has become more and more apparent that 
we are facing a crisis in regard to the conditions which exist in the pub- 
lication of medical and biological literature. Evidence of this has ap- 

ared in the reaction of scientific societies, of individual scientists, of 
ibrarians, and of library associations. Numerous publications have ap- 
peared analyzing various phases of the situation and proposing a variety 
of remedies. Criticisms have been heard from many sources indicating 
dissatisfaction with existing conditions. The tremendous number of 
journals being published and the continued increase in the cost of yearly 
subscriptions have made it increasingly difficult for libraries to maintain 
adequate subscription lists. At the same time libraries have been facing 
a marked decrease in budgets, gifts and other forms of financial support. 


A comprehension of the present unbalanced status between the de- 
mand for opportunities of publications, the pages available, the budgets 
of libraries, and the policies of editors and publishers has become of such 
import to everyone concerned that the most serious thought must be 
directed towards the analysis of this complicated problem. This un- 
balanced condition is obviously made up of two major phases: (1) the 
problem of adequate opportunity for the publication of all important 
results of medical and biological research, and (2) the availability of 
these published results to all the scientists of the world. 


With the idea in mind of obtaining more accurate data on the sub- 
ject, a survey of the current medical and biological publications was 
undertaken. Veterinary, dental, pharmaceutical and nursing journals 
were excluded, as were those published by commercial firms and medical 
cults. No chemical journals have been included except those which 
deal directly with biochemistry. 


It is not possible to regard the figures given as absolutely accurate. 
A journal is discontinued in one country, in another a new journal is 
launched; and it may take months for these changes to be reflected in 
bibliographic lists. There has not been time to send the list to each 
country ym verification. I therefore apologize in advance for any mis- 
statements in regard to any given country, and hope that anyone who 
can assist in correcting these figures or who can furnish a more accurate 
list of current medical and biological periodicals for any given country 
will kindly do so. We believe, however, that these figures are sufficiently 
accurate to furnish a working basis for discussion. The Union List of 
Serials, the two supplement volumes to the Union List, the list of jour-

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nals indexed by the Quarterly Cumulative Index Medicus, and the Index- 
Catalogue of the Library of the Surgeon General's Office have been care- 
fully studied. 


A glance at the total number shows that there are approximately 
2,221 a current at the present time in medicine and the bio- 
logical sciences. Undoubtedly there are many publications included in 
these figures which are only of ephemeral value, others which are chiefly 
of local interest and some which consist of material reprinted from other 
publications. 


Turning to Table I, which shows an analysis of the current period- 
icals under country and subject*, we find that in the United States 511 
are being published at present. Here we must consider several factors: 
size and population, and the fact that this list was compiled in the 
United States from bibliographic material and lists available there. It is 
therefore possible that more titles of purely local interest have been 
included than is true in the case of the other countries. The analysis 
shows 288 German publications, 248 French, 198 Italian and 137 British 
(English, Scotch and Irish), 70 Japanese, 62 Spanish, and 59 Scandinavian. 


The survey has also shown that approximately 67 new periodicals 
in the medical and biological sciences began publication or were an- 
nounced during 1933-34 and to date in 1935. 


Under subjects we find 690 publications in general medicine, 154 in 
public health and hygiene, 126 in neurology and psychiatry, 69 in pedi- 
atrics and 58 in tuberculosis. While public health and hygiene shows 
only 154 publications, this is undoubtedly misleading because many of 
the publications in the groups just mentioned deal in some measure with 
preventive medicine. Such a wealth of material is certainly significant in 
showing the trend of modern developments in public hygiene. 


The analysis shows certain tendencies toward overproduction, since 
in most of the large countries there are several journals covering the 
same special field. In just what degree this represents real overproduction, 
however, it is difficult to say, as the subject classification is necessarily 
artificial. A journal falling under a certain subject may treat that sub- 
ject from a totally different angle than another journal included in the 
same subject classification; from this viewpoint both journals would be 
necessary in order to give the subject adequate representation. It is ob- 
viously extremely difficult to draw any hard and fat conclusions. 


If we analyze the figures from still another angle, we find that of all 
the publications surveyed, 351 are reports, proceedings or transactions of 
societies. This does not mean that these figures represent the number of 
societies in the medical sciences. The number is undoubtedly far greater. 
No journal sponsored by a society is included in this count unless it 
published chiefly material presented before the society. Nevertheless the 
classification is only approximate. The countries having the greatest 
number of such publications are the United States and France, 115 and 
61 respectively. 
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Unquestionably much of the vast amount of published material has 
been the result of increased interest in the subjects, and the greater pro- 
duction which naturally follows. In the preface to the 5th edition of 
Cattell’s American Men of Science, published in 1933, the following state- 
ment appears: ‘“This work of reference contains about 22,000 biographical 
sketches, a more than five-fold increase over the first edition published 
in 1906."" Dr. Cattell interprets this great increase in the number of 
scientific workers in America as representative of the enlarged place of 
scientific research in the modern world. It is generally conceded that the 
number of individuals engaged in scientific work has been and is increas- 
ing, and this results in a greater output of material for publication. 

Let us now turn to the first phase of our problem: increasing demands 
for publication facilities. We must admit that the increase in the amount 
of investigative results being produced in the medical and biological 
sciences has been great. Very naturally the question also arises: does 
this represent the natural, healthy growth of subjects in which an in- 
creasing amount of active research work is taking place, or have other, 
and possibly undesirable, factors entered in, which have resulted in an 
increased production of published material? One must ask: does all of 
the mass of published literature represent chiefly the result of investi- 
gative data concerning fundamental discoveries? It is regrettable that 
the answer must be mo. Unquestionably other factors have entered in, 
and certain of them seem of particular importance. 

In some countries institutional appointments and promotions have 
been to a certain extent dependent upon the number of titles that are 
included in a candidate's bibliography. The natural result has been a 
stimulation to split papers into more and more units, and since each of 
these units usually contains introduction, bibliographic analysis and 
discussion, the total number of pages published is automatically in- 
creased. Bibliographic and abstract journals are flooded with more and 
more titles; and finally, the dispersion of results makes necessary a 
final republication in monographic form. All of which results in a 
duplication of publication. 

In other countries, a different, but equally as pernicious, custom has 
developed. Emphasis has been placed upon the length of publications as 
the basis for promotion, with the result that unnecessary detail, elaborate 
discussion, and hence overproduction, have resulted. 

A more critical attitude in this regard on the part of educational 
leaders in medicine, and emphasis placed upon the content of individual 
contributions as a criterion for appointment and advancement rather 
than on the number of titles or the number of words, would be of value 
in controlling the character and number of papers offered to the journals 
for publication. 

In certain countries, and this is particularly true in the United 
States, there has been slowly developing a large series of journals whose 
major reason for existence lies in presenting an opportunity for local 
physicians to express their opinions and record their cases. Much of 
this material is duplicated in the larger publications (¢.e., the more 
general clinical journals), and represents therefore, in large part, an ex- 
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pression of local interest and local endeavor. Might not many of these 
journals be combined and the funds spent by these state, city and county 
associations be pooled, so that one publication would represent several 
localities and groups? 

This survey has shown that there are many publications in which 
only a few of the articles represent original work, and in which the 
majority, or all of the meets is reprinted from other sources. Certain 
series published by institutions and medical schools are striking ex- 
amples of this type of publication. a has shown that the re- 
printed material is rarely asked for under the institutional series title, 
due to the fact that it is not indexed under these titles in bibliographic 
indices and abstract journals. Nevertheless, libraries must, even when 
these publications are furnished gratis, bind, catalog, and house them 
with an expenditure of time and money equal to that required for original 
material. This does not include any consideration of the original ex- 

nse borne by the institution in the republication of this material, the 
fends for which might much more wins be utilized in the financing of 
original publications or even of research itself. 

The publication of reprinted material seems to be taking place in all 
countries to a greater or less degree. From a study of titles alone it is 
extremely difficult to determine which publications consist chiefly of 
reprinted material. Of the publications issued in the United States, 73 
were frankly of this type. Studies should be carried out in each country 
where the journals will be more accessible in order to determine the 
exact number of publications which are made up entirely, or in large 
part, of reprinted material. 

Germany publishes 27 abstract and bibliographic journals, the largest 
number found for any one country, and also leads in the publication of 
supplements, of which there are ——— 22. In France there is a 
good deal of abstract material published, but this is usually combined 
with original contributions, these journals containing about fifty per- 
cent abstract material; this is also true in Italy. The ‘‘Revues’’ and 
‘‘Rivistas’’ are notable examples of this type of journal. A careful study 
of the overlapping in the publication of abstracts in each country would 
have to be done to determine its exact extent. Certainly bibliographic 
journals (4.e., journals containing references only) and, to some extent, 
abstract journals, when published separately for each special subject, 
cause duplication of material and needless expense to libraries. 

In countries where honoraria are paid to authors, there has been in 
the past a very definite tendency toward encouraging, by this means, an 
increase in the length of published articles. Obviously many scientists 
are not only glad of an opportunity to describe and discuss their results 
at greater length than necessary, but have found both stimulation and 
excuse for length by the fact that larger honoraria were paid for longer 
articles. 

Another serious difficulty has been encountered in the publication of 
dissertations and theses, as Dr. Leyh (16) has so ably demonstrated in 
his recently published article. It is well known that most universities 
require, and rightly so, that each candidate prepare, as a part of the 
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requirement for the degree of doctor of philosophy, an elaborate analysis 
of the subject in which he is carrying on investigation. In many instances 
these theses have been published in full in medical and biological jour- 
nals, and have thereby enormously increased the number of pages issued. 
The expression of the student’s labors in analyzing and reviewing the 
literature has been a wholly unnecessary burden upon the publication 
facilities of the world. If only concisely stated, original, experimental 
findings were published, obviously this burden would be markedly 
lessened. 

Clearly, therefore, it has been demonstrated that medical and bio- 
logical literature has increased in quantity, both because there has been 
an increase in important contributions and because there has been a 
growing tendency towards the publication of unnecessary material. The 
continued publication of unnecessary material may, if uncontrolled, fill 
all the available pages and preclude the publication of really sound and 
original results. Therefore, even with a greater number of periodicals, 
the scientist faces increasing difficulties in obtaining facilities for the 
publication of his work, and the mass of ——— data recorded ob- 
scure the more important contributions and make it almost impossible to 
review the literature even in his special field. 

We turn now to the second phase of the problem to which we have 
referred above: the availability of medical and biological publications. 
The distribution, and consequent accessibility to scientists, of these 

riodicals is directly related to their cost. Since 1929 in the United 
orn and before that time in many countries, libraries and educational 
institutions have been facing reductions in budgets, discontinuations of 
grants and special funds, decreases in gifts and increased burdens due to 
unstabilized currencies. The difficulties faced by libraries have been dis- 
cussed from various angles by Dr. Munthe (24, 25), Mr. Charles H. 
Brown (5, 6), Mr. Wilfrid Bonser (1, 2, 3), Dr. Leyh (15, 17), M. Bul- 
tingaire (7, 8), Dr. Holmberg (13), and others (10, 11, 4). No one can 

redict the ultimate outcome, but it may well be that the future will 
owe to shape itself more in line with present conditions than on the 
pattern of the golden days of 1925-1929. Even the most optimistic feel 
that more care must be utilized in regard to the administration and ex- 
penditure of those funds which are available for educational purposes 
than has ever been necessary before. 

A survey of subscription lists shows that there are many journals, 
particularly in some of the specialties, to which only a few libraries in 
the United States subscribe. That medical libraries can maintain sub- 
scriptions to all of the important medical periodicals is an impossibility, 
and, under present conditions, there is no hope of their being able to do 
so. Librarians attempting to provide the material which will = of 
the greatest aid to the users yf libraries, find it extremely difficult to 
apportion the limited funds at their disposal so that the most important 
publications will be available. 

The realization of the fact that periodicals represent the most im- 
portant asset of a medical library has resulted in every effort being made 
to maintain subscriptions in spite of decreased funds; this has meant 
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that, to a large extent, the funds usually spent for books and monographs 
have been used to meet the deficits in current periodical budgets. Ob- 
viously this is an emergency measure which should not be indefinitely 
continued. 

The high cost of ‘‘handbooks”’ has also proved a tremendous burden 
on library budgets, sometimes the unforeseen cost of a single volume 
taking almost the entire annual appropriation for books. It often hap- 
pens that many libraries are too impoverished to buy the remaining vol- 
umes needed to complete their sets. The fact that the publication of a 
single handbook is carried on over a period of many years, so that before 
the last volume is issued, the first volumes are out of date, and the final 
volume is followed speedily by the announcement of a new edition of 
the work, renders librarians very loath to contract for the purchase of 
such publications. 

here seems to be no doubt about the fact that scientists are keenly 
aware of the need for reform in rendering published material more ac- 
cessible for investigators at lower costs. It is obvious that this realiza- 
tion of the need for reform has been the direct result of the high cost of 
medical literature. It is clear that libraries and scientists face serious 
difficulties. Limited funds cannot maintain the expensive journals; con- 
sequently, scientists working in localities where there are no heavily 
endowed libraries are seriously handicapped. As a result, they are nat- 
urally seeking some solution of their difficulties. 

How real the difficulties are, and how serious is the consideration 
being given them, is shown by the fact that from time to time articles 
have appeared written by investigators working in widely different 
fields, advocating reforms in the publication of scientific literature which, 
from the librarian’s viewpoint, cannot be looked upon as other than 
radical. 

Dr. Mansfield Clark (9), in his presidential address delivered before 
the Society of American Bacteriologists, and entitled “‘Evolution to- 
ward a mature scientific literature,’’ lifts the curtain of time, and assum- 
ing that development will continue along the same lines as in the past, 
has sketched the future. No one who reads this delightful address can 
fail to realize that the situation he so whimsically depicts would be un- 
fortunate if realized. The warning is a timely one, and Dr. Clark con- 
cludes his paper on a hopeful note. He believes ways will be found to 
attain a maturity in the Snclenmenss of scientific literature which is be- 
fitting the highest grounds of intellectual endeavor. 

Dr. Atherton Seidel (27), of the National Health Institute, in his 
article on the photomicrographic reproduction of documents, suggests the 
application of photographic methods to the making of copies of printed 
articles on motion picture film, and the adaptation of the strips of film so 
that they can be mounted on filing cards. 

Dr. M. B. Visscher (28), of the College of Medicine of the University 
of Illinois, maintains that there are many journals to which libraries 
now subscribe in order to obtain a small percentage of the material they 
contain. Therefore he suggests that, if all of this material were made 
available by some cheap photolithographic process as separate publica- 
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tions at low cost, it would lighten the financial burden now imposed on 
individuals and institutions by the high cost of subscriptions to the 
entire journal. Such a plan would eventually mean the financial ruin of 
the journals, as the number of subscribers would, almost certainly, de- 
crease below the point where publication could be maintained. 

Dr. Visscher carries his idea still further, and suggests that some 
central scientific organization in each country take over the supervision 
of the publication of scientific material. Such an organization would 
serve as a clearing house and depository for original documents. At 
stated intervals, a list of titles and abstracts of each manuscript would 
be sent out and libraries and individuals could check the titles wanted 
and copies would be furnished by lithoprinting at comparatively low cost. 

Some central scientific organization in each country, or group of 
countries, to supervise medical publication, such as wide by Dr. 
Visscher, might be advisable, provided such organizations worked in co- 
operation with the journals rather than by supplanting them. Could 
this be accomplished by having charts, tables, protocols of experimental 
findings, case reports and exhaustive reviews of literature eliminated 
from the published articles, and deposited with the central organization 
or with the publisher, at the time of publication? This additional data 
could be reproduced by some cheap method for those investigators who 
actually needed the material. The fact that such material is obtainable 
could be stated in the published paper, the work would receive the 
widespread recognition and circulation of periodical distribution, the 
expense of publication would be greatly diminished, yet the investi- 
gators actually working on the subject would be able to obtain extensive 
experimental data for use in conjunction with the —— article. 
Work not sufficiently important for publication could be abstracted in 
the journal and the manuscript filed away for reproduction for investi- 
gators requesting it, and as a result more investigative findings would be 
rendered available than would otherwise be possible. 

Another plan which was the direct outcome of the high cost of 
medical and biological publications was the so-called zoning plan recom- 
mended by the Medical Library Association. In 1924 the Association 
passed a resolution (18) (19), through its committee, of which Mr. 
Charles Frankenberger was chairman, , a woe the high cost of German 
publications. Since that time the Association has taken an active part 
in attempting to obtain reductions in the cost of medical publications. 
In 1932 Colonel Fielding H. Garrison (12) and the late Mr. Alfred Robert 
(26), published analyses of conditions existing in the field of medical 
and biological literature. 

During 1932 a committee was again appointed to study the question. 
In January 1933 a letter (21) was sent jointly by the Medical Library 
Association and the American College of Physicians to German editors 
and scientists requesting their aid in the matter. In June 1933 the Med- 
ical Library Association recommended (22) that libraries subscribe only 
to journals having fixed yearly prices, and that the United States and 
Canada be divided into ten zones, one library in each zone being ex- 
pected to subscribe to high-priced journals and to function as a lending 
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center for other libraries in that zone. This action was taken because it 
seemed inevitable that the continued high prices would force a large 
number of cancellations and hence make many important journals un- 
available to many readers. By a system of zoning it seemed possible to 
guarantee availability of all important journals to the investigators of 
the country. 

As a result of the appeals from interested groups in many countries, 
and from the International Federation of Library Associations, substan- 
tial reductions in the cost of German periodicals were effected during 
1934. For this reason the zoning system was not put into effect, as the 
Medical Library Association recognized that a period of reorganization 
was necessary to carry out the reforms promised in the publication of 
scientific literature. 

The reduction in prices for the journals published by the firm of 
Julius Springer in the medical and biological sciences containing original 
work, amounted to RM 4,187.55 during 1934, or a reduction of 41.8 
per cent in relation to the prices paid in 1932. The prices of abstract 
journals and review journals (Ergebnisse) were not markedly changed, 
but some showed slight increases in price. If the reduction is figured 
with the abstract journals included, the total reduction for 1934 is 
RM 4,079.10, and the per cent reduction drops to a total of 31.5. 

Additional reductions from other German firms amount to RM 980.30, 
making a total reduction for 1934 of RM 5,059.40 for the German pub- 
lications in medicine and the allied sciences. 

An analysis of 25 German journals was made at the New York 
Academy of Medicine by Miss Janet Doe in which a total of the 68,094 
pages published in 1932 were counted, and compared in price with the 
35,098 pages published in 1934 (Table 2). Of these journals, 20 showed 
an increase in the cost per page, 4 a decrease, and 1 no change. In these 
25 journals, the total reduction in the number of pages published amounted 
to 48.45 per cent. For the same journals, the total cost in 1932 was RM 
7,899.12 as compared with a total cost of RM 4,400.79 in 1934, a reduc- 
tion of 44.28 per cent. The average decrease in pages exceeded the re- 
duction in cost by 4.17, or, in other words, the publishers have gained 
4.17 per cent (Table 6). Expressed in another way, the average price per 
page for these journals in 1932 was 11.6 pfennigs, and in 1934 it was 12.5 
pfennigs, or an increase of 7.7 per cent. Obviously the methods in such a 
readjustment as the publishing firms have had to face, particularly the 
necessary changes in personnel and overhead, might well represent a 
greater differential than this. While there has been this small increase in 
the per page cost of these journals, the fact that page reduction and total 
cost reduction have so closely paralleled each other is extremely hopeful 
for the future. 

In order to carry the analysis further, 25 American, 25 French and 
25 British journals published during 1934 were studied in the same way 
(Tables 3, 4, 5 and 6). These journals covered approximately the same 
subjects as those in the German list. The journals selected included some 
of the most expensive journals published in these subjects. In order to 
make the comparisons as fair as possible, the cost of the German, French 
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and English journals were computed on the basis of the lowest value of 
their currencies for the year 1934 in relation to the American dollar. 
The average cost per page for the German journals was 4.5 cents; for the 
British journals, 1.5 cents; for the French, 0.8 cents, and for the Amer- 
ican, 0.7 cents (Table 7). 

We have seen that a definite decrease in the total cost of the high- 
priced German periodicals has been accomplished. We assume that the 
journals have improved in character as a result of the acceptance of more 
carefully edited and selected material. This point is, of course, difficult 
to prove, but we believe it is true, as we have the greatest faith in the 
editors and publishers of the journals in question. They are to be con- 
gratulated. Medical librarians and scientists throughout the world 
deeply appreciate their efforts, and it is extremely gratifying that during 
1934 the decrease in the number of pages has so closely paralleled the 
price reduction. Nevertheless, as we have seen, there has been no price 
reduction per page, and the libraries in the United States paid in 1934 
an average of more than four times as much for German journals per page 
as for comparable French and English journals, and over six times as 
much for German as for American journals. As further progress is made 
in this program of reconstruction, it is to be hoped that some method 
will be ond whereby prices can be still further lowered until an average 
more closely in line with that of other countries can be achieved. Ob- 
viously this cannot be accomplished at once, and the various factors in- 
valved anit receive sympathetic and careful study. 

At their meeting in April 1934 the Federation of American Societies 
for Experimental Biology passed certain resolutions with reference to the 
high cost of medical periodicals which were sent to the Medical Library 
Association: ‘‘It is the opinion of this association that some effort 
should be made to obtain a per page reduction in cost, as well as a re- 
duction in total cost dependent upon a reduction in materials published. 
It is obvious that a reduction in per page cost will be essential if scientific 
production published in the German journals is to be permanently kept 
in the medical libraries of this country.”’ 

The Federation is composed of the American Physiological Society, 
American Society for Experimental Pathology, American Society of 
Biological Chemists and American Society for Pharmacology and Ex- 
perimental Therapeutics. Other scientific societies in the United States 
which have passed similar resolutions are the American Association of 
Anatomists, American Association of Pathologists and Bacteriologists, 
and the American Society for the Control of Cancer. 

A letter recently received from the Bodleian Library of Oxford 
University states that: “‘the Radcliffe Library Advisory Committee, 
whose duties are to make suggestions to the Bodleian Curators as to 
the purchase of scientific books and periodicals and as to other matters 
pertaining to the Radcliffe Library known as the scientific department of 
the Bodleian, at their meeting on December 3 last, expressed its full 
agreement with the opinion of the Federation of American Societies for 
Experimental Biology quoted in the report that ‘some effort should be 
made to obtain a per page reduction in cost’ of German medical period- 
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icals, and further laid emphasis on the need for a similar reduction in 
German periodicals in all branches of science. The Committee requested 
the Curators of the Bodleian to transmit their views to the Medical 
Library Association of America.” 

From a survey of current periodicals in medicine and biology, it 
seems obvious that the tendency to overproduction is restricted to no 
one country. A desire to accept as far as possible everything submitted 
for — seems widespread. There is also a tendency to publish 
work in several small papers rather than as a concisely presented whole. 
This involves an introduction and a review of literature in each paper, 
hence repetition. Repetitions have also crept in, due to uncorrelated 
investigations. A tendency toward increased prices has been evident in 
the publications of most countries. And finally, the question of the pub- 
lication of dissertations in periodicals represents another difficulty. 

Certain unfortunate conditions which obtain at present in the pub- 
lication of medical literature have resulted in various proposals, none of 
which seems ideal. It is impossible not to realize that some of them 
strike at the very foundation of the structure of periodical publication. 
Are we ready at the moment to tear that structure down? Cannot some 
less radical methods be found to correct existing evils? As a librarian, I 
do not feel that we are ready at present to do without medical periodicals 
or to completely change their character on any extensive scale. What 
then can be done to improve the situation in regard to the publication of 
medical literature? 

The problem is not a simple one, and numerous difficulties lie in the 
path of its satisfactory solution; nevertheless, the solution is of great 
importance because it seems certain that, unless the entire field of pub- 
lication in the medical and allied sciences is placed on as non-commercial 
a basis as possible, radical and perhaps regrettable changes are inevitable.

Australia and New Zealand are combined. 
The heading International has been used to include those journals which are inter- 


national in scope, but does not include all of those which have the term international in 
their titles. 


It will also be noted that under countries the last classification is Miscellaneous, which 
includes the 13 countries which publish less than 5 journals each.
